Teachers' Health 


Looking'out for teachers' health is one of the ways a cer- 


tain board of education is adopting in order to save money. 
The board has been spending about $25,000 a month for 
substitutes' salaries. It has come to the conclusion that some 
of that money might-be saved or put to better use if illness 
among teachers could be checked. , 
- A list was made of all the teacliers who had been absent 
from school-ten days or more during the school year. A woman 


. physician was assigned the task of examining those teachers. 


The physician recommends any necessary treatment^ which 
the teacher, of course, is not compelled to follow. In every 
case flie principal is requested to give the teacher a brief leave 
of absence—usually aboaf three days— to have tonsils re- 
moved or glasses fitted or whatever is needed. It is believed 
that this will save longer absences later on. 


It might seem strange that a group of citizens so intelligent 


as teachers must have, this suggested to' them; Anyone inclined 
to criticise, however, should remember that a teacher's time 
is very fully taken up with routine work, that in addition to it 
a teacher is expected to keep up with, current events and with 
advancedathought in her own profession. Also she is expected 


• to take a certain.amount of regular advanced study or travel. 


Such things cost m^ney, and it is easily enough understood 
that many a teacher would like very much to spend the neces- 
sary time any money to put herself in perfect physical condi- 
tion, must consider long and seriously whether she can afford 
it. Boards of education and public should lessen their demands 
on the teacher's time before they criticise her for'neglecting 
her health. 


The Currency Swindle 


The Frankfurter Zeitung credits Gen. Dawes with finding- 


out more about German finance in two weeks than German 
officialdom has been able to find out in five years, and with 
having showed Europe and especially Germany, "that cur- 
rency inflation is merely a great public swindle."

• erty with money rapidly growing worthless. It is well for the 
.. world, including America, that that colossal fake is being ade-

winter evening was succeeded by 
an inky blackness which presaged 
a night or tempest.
